THE INDIAN NATIVE PRESS. 


There can be no doubt that the Native 
Chiefs of India are deeply grateful to tho 
Government of India for the measures 
takem somy time ago, by which a acra- 
pulous journalists are prevented from lovy- 
ing chantage with. impunity. Formerly 
any olever scribbler could open a press 
within the lite patch of British territory 
containing a Residency, or assiyned 8 8 
cxntonment, in a Native State, nnd proceed 
tolevy blackmail frou: this or that Raja, 
by publishing or threatening to publish 
scurrilous attacks upon him and bis method 
‘of administration. Ho well know thnt 
no Chiof would willingly go into a ccurt 
of lnw to prosecute him, and that 
he wis guite safe from personal punish- 
mont so long as he resided within Resi- 
dency or cantonment limits. If his wret- 
ehced newspaper had buen issued In the 
Native State ileclf, it wonld have beon 
summarily suppressed, and ho would 
probably have Jost what tiltle  pro- 
porty-ho porncenod.-...By the now. rogalatiun 
the syatew of terrorising over the Chiefs 
has, in # great measure, been put au end 
to: the atincks, if made, must be carried 
on from a distanes, where they are necces- 
aurily less effective than before. Ouo in- 
genious plan is to sund o proof-sheot of an 
article, with the intimation’ that i¢ will 
shortly be published, there being all the 
time not the least intention of doing any- 
thiog of the kind. In such cases the 
abnae is pitched in the highest hey, ns the 
object is to procure a large sum of 
money with a8 little delay as poasi- 
ble. The methods of thess men when 
really cornered: ary worth seme notice. 
Here is a typical cave, An ‘Editor’ libels, 
not a Chief, bat a European officer in the 
latter’s employ, and is tried for this offence, 
He blusters ot firet, but becomes much more 
amoruble us tho trial progresses, and is 
ready to cathis own words to cecupe pun- 
ishment. Ele eventual y is senienced too 
term of simple imprisonment, which is con- 
firmed on appeal, snd ho disapp ara within 
tho prison walls. His firat atep is to peti- 
tion the Vieoroy. actting forth (hat bo has 
not had a-fair trisl, that the judge was 
prejudiced, tho: witnesses suborned, aud 
go on, Th'a naterally has no effect, 
aud ha is forgiven this little qutburet 
of feeling becatse he is cunsidered 
rather of weak mind. His health auf- 
fera gomewhat from confinement, end 
an dndulgent Government releases him 
from priaon befuro he hos completed his 
full term, Then in tke name of one of 
hia friends telegrama are sent broadcast 
to the leading newspapers in India, an- 
nouncing the joy of ‘ail classes of the 
community’ at his release, and their 
desire to give an ovation to the man who 
edited a journal ‘with a view to make 
better use of his leisure hours loyally, 
liberally, without distinction of creod or 
colour, supporting’ cause of real aygreared 
and poor.’

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MR RUDYARD KIPLING ON THE 
OHENESE AND aoe LABOUR 
QUESTION. 


In the course of an inierviow with an 
Avstratian journalist, Mr Rudyard Kipling 
made.smmo allusions te the lgbour question, 
and in this connection made referenco to 
the necessity for Australians considering 
the, importance of the Chinaman ss a 
factor in the labour xroblem.—‘Is it 
not rather carly in your history,’ he 
asks, ‘with a mero haniful of popula- 
tion, to havo half ‘hat population 
crowded into the cities whilo tho laude 
lie an idle wilderness,-and men aro 
striking against overwork while Govern- 
ments are paying big. wages on_ relief 
works for the unemployed? -It is all very 
well now for labour to make thess de- 
mands, By-and-by you will bo cut andor, 
sure. Other peoples will come in when 
they fiad room here, unless your popala- 
tion grows at an enormous rate. Thera 
are the Chineso closy agaist. you waiting 
tbeir time, aud lvarning fren you. Don’t 
think that every blow, every kick, every 
oursa, and every wrong done or cyery 
Ohinaman murdered in ‘Hyisco or insulted 
iu Australis is nut told and romembered 
over there in Chinn when, those fellows go 
home, They may not lot ont about it 
here, What would be the use7” Bat when 
they are sitting over the evening pips it 
goes round and ‘round, aod every Onina- 
ivan's grievance goes through the laud from 
the coast line right back to the mountains 
of Tartary, and pursed wp agaivst yoo for 
a long settling they have to make when tho 
time comes, There, is 9 big score to ba 
wiped ont, "and ‘if soy sSbspealiaris could 
sco them as T have in their native towns, 
where you mevt eyes in every orevice till 
you might think the very stones ia the 
Btreot are made of fleeh and blood, then 
you might get'an idoa of tha fi.rce you 
will have ta reckon with. And besides 
their grand population, tlcir coast and 
rivers give them a supply of born enilors 
who: would carry them just where ier 
wanted to gc.

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GENERAL BOOTH IN COLOMBO. 


General Booth addressvd his firat public 
meeting.in Colombo on Dec, 16th In tho 
Floral Hall which was well filled. ‘There 
were about 150 officers of tho Salvation 
Army present. Colunel’ Ajedct Singh ad~ 
dressed s few words of welcome to the 
General and introducad. him to the au~ 
dience. The General, who made a lengthy 
speech, sketching tho. origin and progress
